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ANNUAL  REPORT. 


The  Committee  of  Management  has  much  pleasure  in 
presenting  to  the  Subscribers  and  Friends  of  the  Southwold 
Cottage  Hospital  the  Annual  Report  and  Statement  of  Accounts 
for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1928. 

The  Committee  is  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that,  thanks 
to  continued  generous  support,  the  Hospital  has  been  efficiently 
maintained  and  done  good  work  during  the  past  year. 

The  outstanding  feature  of  the  year  has  been  the  inaugura¬ 
tion  of  the  Weekly  Contributory  Scheme.  The  success  which  has 
attended  this  has  far  exceeded  the  most  sanguine  expectations  of 
the  Committee  and  will  have  the  result  of  not  only  bringing  in  a 
very  substantial  income  to  the  Hospital — something  between  £"400 
and/"500  (net)  a  year — but  also  of  giving  from  1st  January, 
1929,  Free  Hospital  Treatment  in  the  Public  Wards  to  all 
Contributors.  The  support  given  to  the  scheme  by  the  country 
districts  served  by  the  Hospital  (as  well  as  by  Southwold)  has  been 
most  gratifying  and  encouraging,  but  it  must  be  remembered  that 
such  support  has  been  won  and  is  being  maintained  almost  entirely 
by  the  indefatigable  work  of  the  Collectors  and  by  the  splendid 
way  in  which  they  carry  out  their  work  week  by  week,  and  to  them 
must  be  accorded,  in  great  measure,  the  credit  of  making  the 
contributory  scheme  a  complete  success. 

The  Committee  has  to  record  its  deep  regret  at  the  great  loss 
the  Hospital  sustained  early  in  the  year  through  the  lamented  death 
of  Dr.  R.  W.  Mullock,  the  Senior  Medical  Officer,  who  took  such  a 
keen  interest  in  the  Hospital  from  its  inception  and  did  so  much  to 
advance  its  scope  and  welfare. 

The  Annual  Fete  on  South  Green,  kindly  organized  by 
Mr.  R.  C.  Preston  and  opened  by  Mrs.  Stafford  Lewis,  was  the 
means  of  benefiting  the  funds  of  the  Hospital  to  the  extent  of 
^247  10s.  Id.,  and  the  Committee  desires  to  thank  all  those  who 
helped  to  achieve  this  successful  result. 

Many  gifts  in  kind  have  again  been  received  during  the  year 
and  the  Committee  much  appreciates  the  kindness  of  all  who  have 
sent  gifts  of  eggs,  fish,  game,  fruit,  flowers  and  vegetables,  also  the 
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gifts  of  groceries,  etc.,  received  on  Pound  Day  from  Southwold  and 
the  neighbouring  district  served  by  the  Hospital.  This  kind  help 
has  the  effect  of  considerably  lessening  the  weekly  housekeeping 
bills,  besides  giving  a  welcome  variety  in  diet. 

The  Committee  also  gratefully  acknowledge  the  welcome 
help  which  has  again  been  received  from  the  Churches  in  the  town 
and  district,  Sports  Clubs,  Boys’  Camps,  Entertainments  and  other 
social  functions,  the  proceeds  from  which  have  materially  augmented 
the  funds  of  the  Hospital. 

The  Committee  have  to  record  its  thanks  to  the  Honorary 
Medical  Staff  for  their  unfailing  help,  time  and  skill  also  to  the 
Matron  (Miss  Hawley)  and  the  Nursing  Staff.  The  success  which 
has  attended  the  work  of  the  Hospital  during  the  past  few  years,  as 
well  as  the  comfort  and  happiness  of  the  Patients,  is  due  in  no 
small  measure  to  the  Matron’s  efficient  administration  and  the  loyal 
co-operation  of  her  Staff  and  the  Committee  has  pleasure  in 
recording  its  appreciation  of  her  valuable  services. 

The  Committee  desires  to  record  that  it  is  again  very  greatly 
indebted  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Stafford  Lewis  for  their  continued 
generous  support  during  the  past  year,  not  only  in  giving  and 
collecting  the  handsome  sum  of  £ 350  but  also  for  the  indirect 
financial  support  they  have  obtained  for  the  Hospital  from  the 
Stock  Exchange  Mutual  Subscription  Fund  and  from  the  Help 
Yourself  Society  which  has  enabled  the  Committee  to  put  in  hand 
certain  much  needed  improvements  to  the  Hospital. 

The  thanks  of  the  Committee  are  due  to  the  Honorary 
Auditors  (Mr.  Fairweather  and  Mr.  Wright)  and  also  to  Mrs. 
Andrew  Critten  for  her  successful  efforts  in  disposing  of  such  a 
large  number  of  tickets  in  the  Help  Yourself  Society  and  to  all  those 
who  have  kindly  undertaken  to  collect  on  behalf  of  the  Hospital.

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HON.  MEDICAL  OFFICERS’  REPORT. 


During  the  year  1928,  171  patients,  including  24  private 
cases,  were  admitted  into  the  Hospital.  Of  these  32  were  Medical 
and  139  Surgical  Cases.  202  operations  were  performed,  37  major, 
132  minor  and  33  dental. 

In  the  X-ray  Department,  88  films  were  taken. 

Ultra  Violet  Ray  Treatment  was  administered  to  30  patients. 

68  Patients  attended  the  Out-Patient  Department  and  made 
310  visits.
